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DIPHTHERIA:  Thirty —nine  eases  of  diphtheria  were 

notified  “luring  the  year  as  against  29  cases  for 
1938,  and  increase  of  10.  Nine  cases  were  removed 
to  hospital.  Five  of  the  cases  proved  fatal. 

SCARLET  FEVER:  Twenty-six  cases  of  scarlet  fever 
were  notified  during  the  year  1939,  compared  with 
167  cases  during  the  year  1938,  a  decrease  of  141 
cases . 

G BftEBUG 68 p INAL  MENINglfiS:  Five  cases  were  notified 
during  the  year  of  which  two  proved  fatal.  All  these 
cases  were  admitted  to  hospital. 

ENTERIC  FEVER:  One  case  only  was  notified  during  the 
year  m  a  maXe,  aged  17yrs,  from  ard  4. 

ERYSIPELAS:  Three  cases  of  erysipelas  were  notified 
during ~19o9,  Wo  in  females  and  one  in  a  male. 
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TUBE  ri,CUI 
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The  total  number  of  cases  of  tuberculosis 
notified  during  the  year  was  41.  Of  this  number  32  cases 
were  of  the  pulmonary  type  and  9  cases  of  non— pulmonary 
type 

According  to  the  Registrar-General ’ s  returns  27 
deaths  were  recorded  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  12  males 
and  15  females,  while  one  male  and  2  females  died  from  other 
forms  of  tuberculosis. 

Thirty-four  patients  were  admitted  to  hospital  or 
sanatorium  during  the  year.

Under  the  Housing  and  Town  Planning  Act,  483 
systematic  inspections  were  made,  6a-  of  which  were  re-inspected. 

6,597  visits  were  made  to  premises  in  respect  of 
special  and  common  nuisances,  also  inspection  of  food 
supplies,  and  the  premises  where  such  food  is  prepared,  stored 
or  sold,  etc.
